great, that of industrial life has been 
greater.

The management of the

In 
the nature cf things, no public institu- 
t'ons can prosper without the vigorous 
support of the public itself. The com 
moa school is the anchor, the hope, of 
a f-ee people. We of the present gen- 
eration have never been without it. 
For that v.ry reason there is danger 
of our failing to re a iza its Ta'ue. In 
the vast empire of Russia, there are 
things for which the common people 
are praying today even more fervently 
than for v.ctory cvjr Japan. They are 
th: rights of conscience and rel'g'on 
f-eedum of sreich u - d of tbe press, th: 
establishment of courts of justice and 
especially common schools 
As we re 


member these ffeC's must we not Icok 
upon the American school with a high- 
er appreciation and upon the American 
fla? with an increased devotion? Fa'ie 
has besn kind to us. Wa have bsen 
permitted to enjoy the blessings of 
liberty, while tie cist fell upon others. 
What has fallen to us? A duty. The 
duty belonging to us is to preserve, 
improve, and perpetuate the public 
schools and other free institutions 
which have came to us as heirs of the 


As my wo*k, however, lies as mush 
in one dislr'ct as in another, the 
time I can give to each is of ne- 
cessity limited. Ii i« a physical im- 
possibility, under our present sys- 
tem, 
to give to eac'i school the

arranged with a view to prevent any 
rj'iry to tha body in transportation, 
t present the body rests in the re- 
living vault of the church of the 


Holy Trinity, in P&ris. It is covered 
with an American flig.

one time b«en minister to Venezuela 
In brief, these charges are to the eflec1 


that as minister, *Ir. Liomis accepted 
810,000 from the Naw York and Bermu- 
dex Asphalt Company in Compensation 
for his services in their behilf; that 
Mr. Loomis purchased a claim of $4,- 
000 agairst the Venezuela government 
and used his influence to collect it; and 
that Mr. Loomis undertook to collect a 
ela'm for a Mr. Meyers for a commis- 
sion of one seventh of $1,400,000. Mr. 
Bowen forwarded these charges to Sec- 
retary Taft, over his own signature, 
and Secretary Taft forwarded the com- 
munication to the president who was 
»lieidy in the west. 


Not content, however, with having 


done this, Mr. Bowen grew impatient 
at hearing no echo of the serious 
charges he had preferred and he fur- 
nished the details of the cha-ges to a 
certain newspaper correspondent in 
Caracas 
The whole etory was then 


mailed to this country and appeared in 
large type on the front page of one of 
the Naw York dailies. 
Even were 


the charges true, Minister Bowen was 
guilty of a grave indiscretion and viola- 
tion of courtesy in making them public 
in advance of some reply to his commu- 
nication to Secretary Taft and only 
unpardonably bad judgment or ungov- 
ernable spleen against his superior offi- 
cer could account for this course. 


When the cha-ges were first made 


public Mr. Loomis was absent from 
Washington but immediately on his 
return he furnished to the newspapers 
a categorical denial of each and all the 
charges. 
He explained that he hai 


had one financial transaction with the 
New York and Bermudez Asphalt Com- 
pany, but only to the extent of ex- 
changing his check on a Venezuelan 
bank for the company's check on a 
New York bank when he left Caracas 
at the conclusion of his service as min- 
ister, this being not unusual among 
American ministers in Caracas and 
elsewhere, where the rate of exchange 
is high and sometimes exohange can- 
not be secured at any price. Of course 
t\ie transaction 
could not place either party under ma- 
terial obligation to tie other and may 
even have been a mutual accommoda- 
tion 
Every otner transaction under- 


taken by Mr. Loomis as minister to 
Venezuela, he declares he undertook 
only aa a result of explicit instruction 
from the secretary of state. Bayond 
this denial, Mr. Loomis has decline! to 
discuss the charges. 


That an official statement from one 


of Secretary Liomis' superio-s will be 
ultimately made is generally assumed 
and it is regarded as probable that the 
necessity of issuing snch a statement 
has played an important part ia de-. 
termining the president to curtail his 
hunting trip. 
There are however, 


other questions of importance which 
await the attention of the president 
There are, for instance, some questions 
connected with the Panama problem 
which he must consider at an early 
day. One of these is tbe disposition 
that ia to ba made of John Barrett, 
now minister to Panama. Barrett is 
desirous of securing promotion aad in 
any event it is unlikely that he can re- 
tain his present position. 
Another 


question which will demand the presi- 
dent's attest'on in the near future is 
the disposition of the engineer mem- 
bers of the Panama Canal Commission 
to ma'-te trouble because they regard 
themselves as somewhat overshadow- 
ed in the present organization of the 
commission.

The Peters-Hilpraeht 
controversy

Tbia is the 'ou^ifaMon idea of a free 


Sfovernment, that government officials 
are public servants. When that prin- 
ciple is lost, the forma of freedom may 
rerra'D but the substance is gone 


Yet wh"\t is the situation, in America 


today? It may ba deecribfd by Bubati- 
tu*ii>g the word Americans for the 
word Gentiles in this sentence of JPBOS: 


Ya know that the rulers rf the Amer- 


icans lord it ever them, and t leir great 
ones Fxercise aTtbority over t'lem " 


DJ we not knowii? Currrnt history 


is furnishing a'-uae'ait evidence. We 
may tske a single illustration, how 
the legislature of Oaio lordfd it over 
the people of the state. 


A bill was passed, known as the 


Roger's law. That bill gavi to coun- 
cilman the authority to grant fifty 
year franchises to street railway cor- 
porations. The bill was unpopular. 
It was tepta'ed by the next legisla- 
ture. B; electing a legislature pledg- 
elto repeal it, toe paoplo put their 
stimp of disapproval upon that law. 
But before it could be repealed, the Cin- 
cinnnt' Tract'ou Compacy took advan- 
tage of the law and got possession of 
the streets cf the Q leen City for half a 
century. The people we-e indigr aat 
but there wss no way to prevent it. 
The legislature and council lorded it 
over us and by their authority, not 
only we, but cur children, will be 
ruled withon' cur consent and against 
our will, 


This was done in Republican 0'iio. 


But it is not a party question. For out 
in Republican Oregon it is different. 
The politicians had b^en lording it 
over the people of Oregon. The people 
agreed with this sentiment of Jesus 
that whoever would re first should be 
servant, not master. They determin- 
ed to amend their constitution so that 
they might ormpel their public cffieials 
to be servants and do the will of the 
people and not trat of the corpora- 
tions. 


The Oregon plan is simplicity itself. 


There, according to their amended 
constitution, alaw passed by the legis- 
lature docs not go into effect for sixty 
days. If, during that period, five per 
cent, cf the people petition to have the 
m( inure submitted to a popular vote-, 
it mast be submitted not later than the 
next election. 
If a msjmty of the 


people vote for the la"1, it stands as 
the legislature raised it. I'a m»j iri- 
ty of the people vote against the law, 
it is tre-eby repealed. 


With tl ai a-nendment io the 0'iio 


cons'itutirn, we could bavs repealed 
the Roger's law and i aved the streets 
of CineicnUi. With that measure in 
our constitution, we ecu'd langh at 
the politicians who are plotting to 
sical the canal of the state and sell it 
to the railroads for their private profit.

Let

pledge that, if elected, tlisy will vote 
to pat this Oregon plan into effect.
